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Clemson’s 2006 football schedule includes 
six bowl teams, including road games at At- 
lantic Division rivals Boston College and Flor- 
ida State to open the ACC schedule in early 
September. Clemson also travels to Virginia 
Tech for a Thursday evening game in late Oc- 
tober. 

“This is again a very challenging schedule,” 
said Head Coach Tommy Bowden. “We will face 
seven teams that won at least seven games 
last year, including two of the top teams in 
the ACC, within our first three games, both 
on the road. Plus, we have to go to Virginia 
Tech, who won more games than any other 
ACC team last year. 

“We will play 11 consecutive weeks to open 
the season. That is a positive if you get on a 
roll, like we did in 2000 (when Clemson played 
the first 10 weeks of the season), but it can be 
a negative if you run into injury problems.” 

This will be the first time Clemson has 
played 11 consecutive weeks since 1986. 

Clemson will have a 12-game regular sea- 
son schedule in 2006, the third time Clemson 
has played a 12-game regular season sched- 
ule. The other seasons were 2002 and 2003. 

The Tigers will open and close the 2006 
season against teams led by coaches who 
have won the national championship. Florida 
Atlantic coach Howard Schnellenberger guid- 
ed Miami (FL) to the 1983 National Champi- 
onship and he will bring his team to Death 
Valley in the season opener. 

Steve Spurrier will bring the South Carolina 
Gamecocks to Death Valley in the season fina- 
le November 25. Spurrier coached Florida to 
the 1996 National Championship. Since 2003, 
Bowden has gained seven wins over coaches 
who have won the national championship. 

Clemson’s next two games are on the road 
against ACC upper echelon teams Boston Col- 
lege (September 9) and Florida State (Sep- 
tember 16). The Eagles are the only school 
in the nation to have won a bowl game each 
of the last six seasons and finished with a 9-3 
record in 2005, while Florida State is the de- 
fending ACC Champion. 

It will be Clemson’s first trip to Boston since 
1983 when Doug Flutie handed the Tigers 
their only loss in a 9-1-1 season. This will be 
the earliest date on the calendar that Clem- 
son has played in Tallahassee since 1993. 
The Tigers have not won at Florida State since 
1989. 

Clemson will return home to face North 
Carolina on September 23. It will be North 
Carolina’s only game at Clemson between 
2004 and 2011. The Tigers won a thrilling 36- 
28 game at Death Valley in 2003 the last time 
the two teams met. 

Clemson will meet Louisiana Tech in Death 
Valley on September 30. It will be the third 
meeting between the two schools, the first 
since 2002 when Louisiana Tech opened the 
season at Clemson. The two teams also met 
in the 2001 Humanitarian Bowl. 

Louisiana Tech finished the 2005 season 
with a 7-4 record after winning five of its last 
six games, including a victory over Fresno 
State. Louisiana Tech is coached by Jack Bick- 
nell, whose father coached against Clemson 
in Death Valley for Boston College in 1982. 
It is the only father-son combination to coach 
against Clemson in Death Valley. 

The Tigers will travel to Wake Forest for 
the third time in the last four years on Oc- 
tober 7, then play in the state of Pennsyl- 


vania for the first

The two teams have 
played games de- 
cided by five points 
or less nine of the 
last 10 years. 

Clemson will then play at Virginia Tech in a 
Thursday night matchup on ESPN on October 
26. The contest will be just five days after 
the Georgia Tech game and will be just the 
fourth time since 1933 that Clemson has had 
just four days in between games. It will be the 
first meeting between Clemson and Virginia 
Tech since the Gator Bowl at the conclusion 
of the 2000 season. 

They also met in the regular season in 1998 
at Clemson and at Virginia Tech in 1999 in 
Tommy Bowden’'s first season as Tiger head 
coach. 

Clemson concludes the season with three 
consecutive home games for the first time 
since 1998. Maryland travels to Death Valley 
on November 4. The Tigers have won con- 
secutive games by four points or less against 
the Terps, while NC State will close Clemson’s 
ACC schedule on Saturday November 11. It 
will be just the second time in the last five 
years that the two teams have played on a

Clemson and Florida State are the only 
two ACC teams who will conclude their ACC 
schedule on November 11. There will be nine 
more conference games to be played Novem- 
ber 18-25. Atlantic Division rival Boston Col- 
lege will have two more conference games 
after Clemson’s league season is concluded. 
The ACC Championship game will be held De- 
cember 2 in Jacksonville, FL. 

The Tigers will have two weeks to prepare 
for South Carolina, as the annual state ri- 
valry game will be played the Saturday after 
Thanksgiving for the first time since 1984. 
The November 25 date is the latest for the 
South Carolina game since the two teams 
played on the same date in 1978. 

Clemson will not play ACC teams Miami 
(FL), Duke or Virginia during the regular sea- 
son. It will be the first time Clemson has not 
played Duke since 1964. 
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North Carolina will make its only appearance at Clemson between 2004 
and 2011 when the Tar Heels come to Clemson Sept. 23. 
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Season Outlook 


Clemson's victory over Colorado in the 
2005 Champs Sports Bowl signaled the end of 
an era in Tiger football history. On that night 
in Orlando, quarterback Charlie Whitehurst led 
the Tigers to victory for the 25th time, the sec- 
ond most victories for a starting quarterback 
in Clemson history. 

Over his career, Whitehurst established 
46 school records, including standards for 
passing yards, pass completions, total offense 
and touchdown passes. Few felt anyone would 
eclipse the records Woodrow Dantzler estab- 
lished under Head Coach Tommy Bowden from 
1999-01, but five years later, most of Dant- 
zler’s standards have been erased from the 
Clemson press guide by Whitehurst. 

In addition to the records he established, 
Whitehurst will be remembered for his leader- 
ship, guiding the Tigers to seven victories over 
top 25 teams, including a memorable 26-10 
win over third ranked Florida State in 2003, 
the highest ranked team Clemson has defeat- 
ed in school history, and a win over a sixth 
ranked Tennessee team to end that season 
at the Peach Bowl. Diehard Clemson fans will 
remember one stat about Whitehurst: Four 
straight wins over rival South Carolina, the 
only quarterback in the history of the series 
for either team to quarterback four victories. 

The Tigers also must replace starting wide 
receiver Curtis Baham, the team’s third best 
receiver with 32 catches for 500 yards, plus 
starting tight ends Bobby Williamson and Cole 
Downer, both fine blockers who contributed to 
Clemson's improved running game. 

Those same loyal Clemson fans will also 
be the first to tell you that Clemson will miss 
more than just the passing arm and leadership 
of Whitehurst. Clemson loses seven of its 22 
position starters from last year’s 8-4 team that 
finished the season with six wins in the last 
seven games and a #21 final ranking in both 
polls. 

In fact, the four lost starters on defense 
might be more pivotal because it was the Ti- 
ger defense that had the higher national rank- 
ings at season’s end. Clemson ranked in the 
final top 25 in total defense, scoring defense, 
rushing defense and pass efficiency defense a 
year ago and the play of 2005 seniors Tye Hill, 
Charles Bennett, Trey Tate and Jamaal Fudge 
had a lot to do with those fine stats. 

Hill will likely be a first-round draft choice 
as a cornerback, especially after a 4.3 40-yard 
time at the NFL Combine on February 28th. 
He was a second-team AP All-American when 
he was one of the top shutdown corners in the 
nation. Fudge was a perfect complimentary 
safety to Hill’s style of play, as the three-year 
starter registered 74 tackles and tied for the 
team lead in interceptions with three. It was 
Fudge who became the first defender in Clem- 
son history to lead the Tigers or share the lead 
in interceptions three consecutive years and 
he finished his career with 12 career take- 
aways, among the top 10 figures in Clemson 
history. 

Bennett had 53 tackles, including 12.5 
tackles for loss, including a team best eight 
tackles and three tackles for loss in the bowl 
victory, a big reason Colorado gained just 124 
yards of total offense, the best total defense 
figure of all 56 teams in bowl competition. 

“We lost some outstanding seniors on 
both sides of the ball,” said Bowden, who is 
entering his eighth season at the helm of the 
Clemson program. “It will seem strange to 


look out on the field and not see #6 (White- 
hurst) under center. His ability to absorb Rob 
Spence’s offense so swiftly had a lot to do with 
our success last year. 

“We will also miss the 2005 seniors on 
defense. It is so important in today’s passing 
offense to have outstanding players in the sec- 
ondary. Tye Hill and Jamaal Fudge were both 
three-year starters who played over 2000 ca- 
reer snaps. You don’t replace experience like 
that overnight.” 

While Clemson's losses due to graduation 
are significant, the Tigers do return 15 start- 
ers, eight on offense and seven on defense, 
plus both starting kickers. Overall, there are 
47 returning lettermen on the roster. Clem- 
son has the ACC's top returning pass receiver 
(Chansi Stuckey), the #2 returning rusher 
(James Davis), the top returning scorer (Jad 
Dean), the top returnee in tackles (Anthony 
Waters) and the top returnee in terms of quar- 
terback sacks (Gaines Adams). 

On offense, Clemson does have three 
players returning who accounted for at least 
700 yards rushing or receiving, a first in Clem- 
son history. James Davis, the ACC Rookie of 
the Year and MVP of the Champs Sports Bowl 
win over Colorado, had 879 yards rushing and 
nine touchdowns, while senior Reggie Mer- 
riweather had 715 yards on the ground and 
seven touchdowns. Both players had at least a 
4.8 yards per carry figure. Chansi Stuckey led 
the ACC in receptions with 64 for 770 yards 
and four scores, while Aaron Kelly added 47 
catches for 575 yards in a productive red-shirt 
freshman year, the second most productive 
freshman receiving season in Clemson his- 
tory. 

The offensive line returns all five starters, 
a first for the Tigers since the 2000 season. 
That is usually a good sign for the Clemson 
program. The last four seasons Clemson has 
had all five starters returning in the offense 
line, Clemson’s combined record has been 39- 
9, including the 12-0 season of 1981 when 
Clemson won the National Championship. 
Clemson will celebrate the 25th anniversary of 
that accomplishment this year when the Tigers 
play host to North Carolina on September 23. 

Guiding the offense will be signal caller 
Will Proctor. The backup to Whitehurst each of

the last two years. Proctor will have one shot (year) to make his mark 
on Tiger football. He showed his capabilities in leading Clemson to a 
victory over Duke near the end of the 2005 season. 

“Our biggest question on the team is the most important position,” 
said Bowden. “Among the offensive starters he has the least amount 
of experience (99 career snaps under center). But, he has sat in on all 
those meetings for four years and he is a student of the game. 

“He had two tests last year, the fourth quarter of the Texas A&M 
game and the Duke game when he started. He passed both of those 
tests. So, he has more experience than some first year starters.” 

The Tiger defense allowed just 17.6 points per game last year, 
11th best in the nation. If Clemson is to duplicate its ranking in that 
important statistic it must have continued outstanding play from senior 
leaders Gaines Adams and Anthony Waters. Both considered turning 
professional after the 2005 season, but much to the glee of Tiger fans 
and the coaching staff, they decided to return to Tigertown to earn an 
undergraduate degree and help the Tiger football team to a successful 
season. 

Other key returnees on defense include senior linebacker Tramaine 
Billie, junior linebacker Nick Watkins, CAT safety C.J. Gaddis (who will 
move to cornerback in the spring) and senior defensive tackle Donnell 
Clark. A group of sophomores who were named to various Freshman 
All-America teams will also have a big role in 2006. Michael Hamilin, 
who started the last seven games of the year (six victories), will con- 
tinue to have a major impact on the Clemson pass defense as a safety. 
Young defensive tackles Rashaad Jackson, Phillip Merling, Jock McKissic 
and Dorell Scott also will be important young players. 

“You win games with strong play on the offensive line, but you 
win championships with strong play on the defensive line. The play of 
the sophomore defensive linemen will be important for us. They made 
great improvement over the course of the season and they had a lot to 
do with our six wins in the last seven games.” 

Clemson played 22 freshmen on scrimmage plays in 2005, includ- 
ing 15 who played at least 100 snaps. “One of the reasons we finished 
strong in 2005 was the maturity of the first-year freshmen and the red- 
shirt freshmen. We hope we don’t have to play as many young players 
this coming year, but we do have a talented group coming in and a tal- 
ented group who red-shirted last year. It should make for a competitive 
situation, which only makes you better.” 


Offense (8 Returning Starters, 21 Returning Lettermen) 

As stated above, Clemson has some productive running backs and 
receivers returning to lead the Tiger offense in 2006. Offensive coordi- 
nator Rob Spence likes the balanced approach and that was apparent 
in his first year at the offensive helm when Clemson was the only team 
in the ACC to rank in the top four in the league in both rushing offense 
and passing offense. In fact, Clemson tied for the league lead in total 
offense with Miami (FL) in conference games. (That’s right, both teams 
had the exact same total to the last yard.) 

James Davis had an outstanding rookie season with a team best 
93.7 all-purpose yards per game. He had 879 rushing (second most 
by a Clemson freshman) and 152 receiving on the way to nine touch- 
downs. He is the number-two ranked returning rusher in the ACC, and 
he probably would be number-one ranked had he not suffered a broken 
wrist at mid-season, an injury that forced him to miss one complete 
game and all but one play in another. 

Davis averaged 5.3 yards per rush in demonstrating an ability to 
break to the outside, or pick up the tough yards on the inside. That 
was apparent from the very first game of the year when he carried the 
ball eight consecutive plays for 33 yards on the Tigers final drive to a 
game-winning field goal in the season opener against Texas A&M, a 25- 
24 Tiger victory. He concluded the season with 145 yards rushing in the 
victory at South Carolina and a season high 150 yards on the ground in 
the victory over Colorado in the Champs Sports Bowl. That was against 
a Colorado defense that had not allowed an opposing running back to 
gain over 75 yards in a game all year. 

Equally effective on the ground is senior Reggie Merriweather, who 
is ranked among the top active rushers in the ACC with nearly 1441 
career yards and 18 touchdowns. Merriweather had three consecutive 
100-yard rushing games at midseason, including a career high 128 
yards against Georgia Tech’s top 20 rushing defense. Merriweather has 
the ability to make the clutch play, as he has scored the game winner in 
overtime or the last two minutes of a game three times in the last two 
years. 

Demarick Chancellor is a red-shirt freshman running back from 
Florida who also figures to see time in the backfield this spring. 

Clemson has the top returning receiver in the ACC, as Chansi 


Stuckey led the ACC in receptions per game. He has 
caught a pass in all 20 games he has played wide receiver. 


Stuckey returns for his senior season. It marks the first time since 1981 
(Perry Tuttle) that Clemson has had a returning player who led the ACC 
in receptions the previous year. Stuckey averaged 5.33 receptions per 
game last year, fourth best in Clemson history for a season. He had a 
breakout performance in the win over Florida State when he had 11- 
156 and two scores to help Whitehurst have a memorable Senior Day 
victory. 

Stuckey has had at least one reception in all 20 games he has 
played at wide receiver in his Clemson career. He also serves as Clem- 
son’s top punt returner and scored Clemson’s only touchdown of the 
game on a punt return in the season opener against Texas A&M 

Like Stuckey, Kelly had at least two catches in every game a year 
ago, including 7-155 against Temple. That was the third highest recep- 
tion yardage game by an ACC player last year. His 47 catches ranked 
second best in Clemson history by a Tiger freshman, trailing only the 
53 caught by Derrick Hamilton in 2001. 

Tyler Grisham and Rendrick Taylor are two sophomore receivers 
who will see more and more time in the offense. Grisham saw signifi- 
cant action in the Champs Sports Bowl win over Colorado when Stuckey 
suffered a first-half concussion. He finished the year with 10 catches 
for 101 yards. Taylor, a strong 6-2, 220-pound athlete, had 9-69 in 
a rookie year that was limited by an arm injury. La’Donte Harris is 
a junior who had 6-52 including a touchdown reception from Proctor 
against Duke. 

Proctor will try to duplicate the performance of former Tiger quar- 
terbacks Charlie Bussey (1956), Billy Lott (1979) and Chris Morocco 
(1989). All three of those signal callers served as reserve quarterbacks 
until their respective senior years, then took the Tigers to a bowl game 
in their lone year as a starter. 

“We have confidence in Will Proctor,” said Bowden. “He is an intel- 
ligent, confident young man who knows the offense. He might not have 
the arm strength of Charlie Whitehurst, but with his quickness as a run- 
ner, he might be better suited to run this offense. He has been waiting 
his turn for a long time and is anxious to take over the position. He had 
a very efficient performance in the victory over Duke last year.” 

With Whitehurst suffering from an arm injury, Proctor got the start 
against Duke last year and connected on 13-21 passes for 201 yards 
and two touchdowns. His passing efficiency rating for the season was 
166.1, ahead of Whitehurst’s 133.5 figure. 

One of the biggest reasons for optimism about the Clemson team 
for 2006 is the return of all five starting offensive linemen, and nine of 
the top 10 players who are customary to offensive trench warfare. Chip 
Myrick, a starter in five of the 12 games who played over 300 snaps, 
was the only senior of the group. 
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Season Outlook 


It is difficult to single out one player as the leader of Brad Scott’s 
group, because all five returning starters had their moments a year 
ago. In fact over the 12 games, five different offensive linemen had the 
top film grade in games according to Brad Scott’s grading system. 

Roman Fry earned second-team All-ACC honors last year and might 
be the most versatile linemen in the ACC. He saw time at center, guard 
and tackle over the course of the year, but most of his snaps were re- 
corded at guard. The senior from Ironton, OH did not consistently enter 
the starting lineup until midseason, so it was quite an accomplishment 
for him to make an All-ACC team at season’s end. 

Fry finished the year with a team best 98.5 knockdown blocks, in- 
cluding the team high in each of the last seven games. He had 18 in the 
win over Florida State, the high figure by a Clemson player in a game in 
four years. He concluded the season with a team best 88 percent grade 
and a team best 10 knockdown blocks in the win over Colorado. 

Dustin Fry, who is no relation to classmate and line mate Roman 
Fry, might be the best center in the ACC in 2006. He started all 12 
games at center and took on all the responsibilities that come with that 
position in Rob Spence’s intricate offense. Dustin was third on the team 
in knockdown blocks with 72.5, including 16 intimidation blocks. He 
had a team best 94 percent grade in the win over South Carolina, one 
of his team best three grades in the 90s in 2005. 

Nathan Bennett has the most experience among the starting offen- 
sive linemen. A veteran of 30 starts over the last three years, Bennett 
is among the most physical linemen in the ACC. He had at least eight 
knockdown blocks in each of his last three games, including eight to go 
with a season high 86 percent grade in the win over Colorado. Ben- 
nett finished the year with 74.5 knockdown blocks, second best on the 
team. 

Marion Dukes and Barry Richardson are the starting tackles who 
are both in their third season as starters. Dukes, a first-year senior, 
had five games in which he graded in the 80s, including a team best 84 
percent against Miami (FL) outstanding defensive line. Richardson was 
the ACC Offensive Lineman of the Week for his performance against NC 
State when he allowed first-round draft choice Mario Williams just one 
tackle and no sacks in Clemson’s 31-10 victory. He had at least an 84 
percent grade in each of the last three games and had a career high 
11.5 knockdown blocks in the win over Florida State. 

There are four returning lettermen with experience, plus five red- 
shirt freshmen who will likely see some playing time in 2006 and in the 
future. Brandon Pilgrim started four games at offensive guard in 2005 
and had 39 knockdown blocks, more than any reserve in a number of

years. He is a red-shirt junior who will see plenty of action and push for 
a starting berth. 

Tim DeBeer is a senior who played in 11 games and over 150 snaps 
in 2005. He actually had the line’s top grade in a game all year with a 
96 percent figure in 25 snaps as a non-starter at Wake Forest. Chris 
McDuffie made the move to offensive guard last year and he spent the 
first half of the year learning the position. But he made progress over 
the course of the year and is ready to make a significant contribution 
this year. 

Christian Capote earned a letter as a reserve tackle in 2005, while 
Bobby Hutchinson is a second-team center who continues to learn the 
position behind Dustin Fry, lessons that will pay off down the road. 
Thomas Austin (OG), Barry Humphries (C), Taylor Tremel (OG), Quen- 
tez Ruffin (OT) and Cory Lambert (OT) are five talented linemen who 
red-shirted last year as freshmen. 

The tight end position is very important in Clemson’s offense. Play- 
ers who played the position last year caught 24 passes last year, most 
by the tight end position in 30 years. Thomas Hunter is the top returnee 
after starting six of the 12 games a year ago. He had 13 receptions 
for 130 yards last year, including a career high tying three receptions 
in the Champs Sports Bowl against Colorado. Zack Green and Akeem 
Robinson are returning lettermen at the position. Green sat out last 
year with an injury, but lettered in 2004. Durrell Barry and Paul Muse 
are red-shirt freshmen who figure to see action. 


Defense (7 Returning Starters, 23 Returning Lettermen) 

When Tommy Bowden took over as Clemson Head Coach in 1999 
he said his program would challenge for championships when his team 
was dominant on defense. His Tigers are making moves towards a 
dominant defense based on the performance on the field over the last 
seven games of the 2005 season. 

Bowden’s 2005 point prevention unit allowed just 287.1 yards per 
game, including just 93 per game on the ground, and 11.4 points per 
game over the last seven games of the season. The Tigers won six of 
the seven contests, including a dominating performance against Florida 
State and Colorado, the first time since 1991 that Clemson won six of 
the last seven contests. 

Bowden has seven starters and 23 lettermen returning from his 
2005 defense, including a pair of starters who could have turned pro- 
fessional, but decided to return to Clemson to finish what they had 
started four years ago. Overall, each of the top three tacklers and six of 
the top seven in terms of total tackles return in 2006. 

Middle linebacker Anthony Waters returns for his third season as 
the starting inside linebacker. The ACC’s third best tackler in 2005 with 
109 tackles, he is the top returning tackler in the ACC for 2006. Waters 
moved into a team leadership area last year as a junior when he had 
13.5 tackles for loss and seven passes broken up. 

He had a breakout game against Maryland and All-America line- 
backer D’Quell Jackson. Jackson ended the year as the ACC Defensive 
Player of the Year, but Waters might have won the head-to-head battle 
back in the second game of the year when he had 14 tackles, including 
4.5 tackles for loss. It was the third most tackles for loss in a single 
game in Clemson history. The Tigers won the game 28-24. Waters en- 
ters his senior year with 214 career tackles, more than any other active 
Tiger. 

“Anthony Waters and Gaines Adams both tested the NFL market 
and separately made the decision to return to Clemson,” said Bowden. 
“It was a good decision for both of them because they can improve their 
stock with the NFL with another outstanding year. They just have to go 
out and perform on the field.” 

Adams is ranked as the top rising senior defensive end for the 
2007 NFL draft according to ESPN's Mel Kiper. Clemson’s improvement 
over the second half of the season paralleled Adams stat sheet stuffing 
over the last half of the year. Adams had 29 quarterback pressures, 9.5 
sacks and 15 tackles for loss to lead Clemson in all three areas. His 
nine passes broken up set a record for a Clemson defensive lineman. 
Over the last six games, he had 11.5 tackles for loss, seven sacks and 
16 quarterback pressures. 

The senior from Greenwood, SC, who played eight-man football in 
high school, has improved by significant chunks in every major catego- 
ry since he has been at Clemson. He posted 15 tackles as a freshman, 
35 as asophomore, and 56 as a junior. His sack total has gone from one 
to five to 9.5 over his career. 

Waters and Adams are the leaders of the Clemson defense, but 
there are many other outstanding athletes who were major reasons 
Clemson ranked in the top 25 in the nation in the four major statistical 
categories for the first time since 1995. 
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Helping Adams in the first line of defense will be returning starter 
Donnell Clark at defensive tackle, plus four precocious freshmen. Clark 
started six of the first seven games, then suffered a torn ACL against 
Temple that cost him the rest of the season. He had 11 tackles, includ- 
ing four tackles for loss before the injury and he hopes to be 100 per- 
cent ready for the season in August. 

Clemson had three different defensive players named to at least 
one freshman All-America team last year and two of those players are 
defensive linemen. Rashaad Jackson had the best numbers and looks to 
be a starter at defensive tackle. Even though he started just one game 
and played just 25 snaps per game, Jackson had 39 tackles and 8.5 
tackles for loss to lead all Clemson defensive tackles and nose guards 
in both areas. He showed the most consistency among the group and 
had exactly five tackles in each of the last three games. 

Dorell Scott will be in strong competition with Jackson for playing 
time at tackle. Scott was one of just three Tigers to average at least 
one quarterback pressure per game last year when he had 18 tackles 
and 10 pressures in just nine games. He showed his capabilities when 
he had two fumble recoveries and six tackles in the win over Temple. 

Jock McKissic played in all 12 games for 249 snaps at nose guard 
last year and was a big reason Clemson ranked in the top 20 in the 
nation in rushing defense. He had 18 tackles during the season and 
figures to be more effective with another year in the weightroom. Etta 
Etta-Tawo is a red-shirt freshman who will also see plenty of time this 
year. 

Phillip Merling is a 6-5 defensive end who figures to move into the 
starting position vacated by the graduation of Charles Bennett. Merling 
was a second-team freshman All-American last year when he had 22 
tackles, including four tackles for loss and two sacks. Brandon Cannon, 
who had two sacks in the win over Florida State, and Elsmore Gabriel, 
a red-shirt lineman from New York, also will be in the mix at defensive 
end. 

Clemson returns all three starters at the linebacker positions, in- 
cluding the aforementioned Waters. Nick Watkins is the returning start- 
er at weakside linebacker, while Tramaine Billie returns at the strong- 
side position. The three returning starters at linebacker combined for 
301 tackles in 2005. No returning linebacker trio in the ACC for 2006 
had more tackles in 2005. 

Watkins, a junior with strength and quickness, had 99 tackles to 
rank second on the team behind Waters. He led the team in tackles

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three times, including the win over Colorado to close the season. Billie 
is a former safety who also has speed and strength. The native of Co- 
lumbia, SC had 93 tackles last year, including 12 in the win over South 
Carolina. 

The backups at linebacker include two players who are making mi- 
nor position changes. Antonio Clay, a first-year sophomore, has moved 
from middle linebacker to strong side, where he will compete with Bil- 
lie. Clay had 27 tackles for the year, including a team best nine stops 
in the win over Temple. Cortney Vincent made the move from bandit 
end to middle linebacker for this spring. Vincent had six tackles a year 
ago. Josh Miller is a third young player who will see action as he is listed 
second team behind Watkins. Miller had 13 tackles last year, including 
six on special teams. 

The secondary must replace Tye Hill and Jamaal Fudge and those 
are major holes to be filled. Two former offensive players look to hold 
down the two cornerback positions. Duane Coleman is the starter at 
the boundary corner, a position he is still learning. Coleman made the 
move from tailback to cornerback in the middle of last year and was 
the starter for the last three games of the season. He had 21 of his 35 
tackles in the last three games and showed a toughness that helps him 
carry out his duties. He needs only 15 tackles to become the first Clem- 
son player on record to have 50 receptions and 50 tackles in a career. 

C.J. Gaddis came to Clemson as a quarterback, but moved to the 
secondary prior to the 2004 season. He started five games as the CAT 
Safety in 2005 and had 55 tackles to rank fifth on the team. He had a 
three-game streak of double figure tackle games early in the season, 
and had a three-game streak with an interception late in the year. 

“We have as much depth in terms of young talented players at 
cornerback as I have had at Clemson,” said Bowden. “They do lack a lot 
of experience, but there are some young players who will compete with 
the older players and that competition will be good for the team.” 

Haydrian Lewis and Sergia Gilliam are currently listed as the back- 
up cornerbacks. Gilliam is actually a returning starter as he started the 
first nine games a year ago and had 37 tackles and four pass deflec- 
tions. Lewis played in all 12 games for 11 snaps per game and made six 
tackles. Bowden is excited to see what the athletic Ray Ray McElrathbey 
and Chris Chancellor can do this spring at the cornerback positions. 

Michael Hamlin was a third defensive player to earn Freshman All- 
America honors last year. The safety had 55 tackles to rank seventh on 
the team. He started the last seven games of the year, including the 
key Thursday night victory at NC State when he had a season high eight 
tackles. Hamlin had 36 tackles, two passes intercepted and two more 
broken up over the last seven games. 

Chris Clemons, who played at safety and cornerback as a red-shirt 
freshman, is the starter at the CAT safety position entering the spring. 
He had 33 tackles, including 10 on special teams, last season. Brandon 
Croley and Sadat Chambers will backup Hamlin at safety, while Roy 
Walker and Colorado transfer Chris Russell will challenge Clemons. 


Special Teams 

Clemson returns both the starting punter and placekicker for 2006. 
In fact, kicker Jad Dean and punter Cole Chason have been the starters 
each of the last two years. 

Dean set a Clemson record for field goals in a season with 24 
and he was a finalist for the Lou Groza Award, Clemson’s first finalist 
for that position award. He scored 106 points for the season, just two 
points shy of 2005 Super Bowl Champion Chris Gardocki’s record total 
in 1988. 

Dean made 24-31 field goals and 34-35 extra points during his ju- 
nior year. He started the year with a 6-6 field goal performance against 
Texas A&M, a Clemson record for field goals in a game. That included a 
game-winning 42-yarder with just two seconds left. 

Chason has been the starter each of the last three years, but 
struggled at times last year and finished the season with a 36.4 aver- 
age. He did have 13 punts inside the 20 against just one touchback. 
But, he did have five punts blocked last year and Bowden will use a 
different punting formation in 2006. Chason also provides the valuable 
service as the holder on all placekicks. His hold for Dean on the game 
winning field goal against Texas A&M was one of the best plays under 
pressure by a Tiger all season. 

Chansi Stuckey leads the returnees in the return game. He finished 
seventh in the ACC in punt returns with a 7.4 average. He scored the 
only Clemson offensive touchdown on a 47-yard punt return against 
Texas A&M. Aaron Kelly did not become a factor on the kickoff return 
game until midseason, but he had a 26.6 yard average on 10 returns to 
pace the team. 
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Clemson Ranked 21st in Both Final Football Polls 

Clemson was ranked 21st in the final Associated Press and USA Today 
Coaches polls released on January 5. It marks the third time in the last six 
years Clemson has finished in the top 25 and the 23rd season in the school’s 
history. The #21 rankings are the highest for the Tiger program since 2000 
when Clemson was 16th in AP and 14th in the USA Today Coaches Poll. 

“We always talk about the final poll being the most important poll of 
the year and we are certainly happy that we were ranked in the top 25 this 
year,” said Clemson Head Coach Tommy Bowden. “We finished with six wins 
in our last seven games, including four wins in a row to close the season so 
that should give us some momentum going into 2006. 

“The final ranking and strong finish speak to the character and ability 
of our seniors. It is their second top 25 finish and they recorded seven wins 
over top 25 teams in the last three years. They certainly made a strong 
contribution to this program and have us on a firm foundation heading into 
next year.” Clemson won six of its last seven games for the first time since 
1991. 

Clemson will return 17 starters and 47 lettermen for the 2006 season, 
including all five starters on the offensive line for just the second time in 
the last 11 years. The only other season that has been the case since 1996 
was 2000 when Clemson had its highest final ranking under Bowden. 

Clemson was unranked in the preseason poll, yet finished in the top 25 
of the final poll. This marks the ninth time in Clemson history and just the 
second time since 1986 that Clemson has been unranked in the preseason 
then finished in the top 25 of the final poll. The only other year Clemson 
achieved such a comeback was 2003 when Clemson also won its last four 
games to finish with a 9-4 record and a #22 ranking in both polls. 

Clemson was one of 10 schools to be unranked in the 2005 preseason 
poll, then finish in the final top 25 of the AP poll. The other schools to do 
it this year were Penn State, West Virginia, Alabama, Notre Dame, TCU, 
Oregon, Wisconsin, UCLA, and Nebraska.

Clemson Averaged 78,232 in 2005 

Clemson averaged 78,232 fans for its six home games during the 2005 
football season, the ninth highest single season average in Clemson history. 
Five of the six home games drew more than 77,000 fans, including a high 
of 80,536 for the Florida State game in the final home game of the season. 
The attendance figures include comp tickets and stadium employees and 
the media. 

Clemson’s capacity varied over the course of the season due to the 
construction of the West Zone at Clemson Memorial Stadium. The construc- 
tion continues during this off-season. 

The Texas A&M game was actually the second largest attendance with 
79,917, followed by the 79,135 who attended the Miami (FL) game. The 
Boston College game attracted 77,684. The homecoming crowd for the 
Duke game was 77,278, followed by the 74,841 who attended the Temple 
game. 

The average of 78,232 for the season ranks ninth best in Clemson his- 
tory. Five of the top nine season averages have taken place under current 
Head Coach Tommy Bowden.

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Clemson Graduation Rate Ranked Second Among Top 25 Teams 

Clemson’s football program ranked second among USA Today Top 25 
schools in the new NCAA graduation success rate announced by the NCAA 
on December 19, 2005. Clemson has a four-year average graduation rate 
of 94 percent, second only to Notre Dame’s 96 percent among the top 25 
schools in the final regular season USA Today Poll. 

The new NCAA graduation success rate does not count transfers or 
early entry draft departures against a school’s graduation rate. Previously 
both categories had counted against a school. The percentages below are 
for a combined four years of entering scholarship players (1995-98). 

Clemson’s 94 percent rate was nearly 30 percent ahead of the Division 
I national average of 65 percent.

Whitehurst Finishes Fifth in Completion Percentage 

Clemson quarterback Charlie Whitehurst and place kicker Jad Dean 
both ranked in the top five of statistical categories according to the final 
NCAA Division I football statistics released in January. Clemson’s defense 
under first year defensive coordinator Vic Koenning ranked in the top 25 in 
six different categories. 

Whitehurst, who led Clemson to 25 victories over his career, second

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in school history, finished fifth in the nation in completion percentage with 
a school record 67.4 mark. Whitehurst completed 229 of 340 passes for 
2483 yards and 11 touchdowns in his final year leading the Tigers. The 67.4 
completion percentage broke Brandon Streeter’s Clemson record of 63.1 
percent set in 1999 and was seventh best in ACC history. 

Dean finished third in the nation in field goals per game with a 2.0 
average. The junior from Greenwood, SC made 24 of 31 field goals to es- 
tablish a Clemson single season record for made field goals. He broke the 
single season record of 23 field goals by Obed Ariri in 1980. Dean also 
ranked 19th in the nation in scoring with 8.83 points per game. He led the 
ACC in that category, as his 106 points scored were third best for a season 
in Clemson history, second among kickers. 

From a team standpoint, Clemson ranked in the top 25 in six different 
defensive categories, including top 25 rankings in scoring defense, total de- 
fense, rushing defense and pass efficiency defense. It marked the first time 
since 1990 and just the third time in school history that Clemson ranked in 
the top 25 in all four of the major defensive categories in the same year. 
Clemson was one of 10 schools in 2005 to rank in the top 25 in all four 
areas. 

The Tigers ranked 11th in the nation in scoring defense allowing just 
17.58 points per game, the highest national ranking since the Tigers were 
10th in scoring defense in 1995 and the fewest points allowed by a Tiger 
team since 1994. The Tigers ranked 20th in total defense, Clemson’s best 
ranking in that area since a #18 figure in 1997. Clemson was 18th in pass 
efficiency defense and 25th in rushing defense. The Tigers were also 25th 
in the nation in sacks and 13th in tackles for loss per game. 

Clemson’s outstanding defense in the Champs Sports Bowl certainly 
contributed to the strong final numbers. The Tigers held Colorado to just 
17 yards rushing and 124 yards of total offense. Both rank as the best 
defensive performances in Clemson history in a bowl game and as the top 
defensive numbers by any of the 56 teams that played in a bowl game in 
2005. 

Clemson was also 16th in the nation in turnover margin, sixth in few- 
est penalties per game, eighth in fewest penalty yards per game, fourth in 
fewest fumbles and eighth in fewest turnovers.

Davis Named to Final Hall of Fame Ballot 

Former Clemson All-America linebacker Jeff Davis is one of 77 players 
and seven coaches who comprise the 2006 Division I-A ballot for induction 
into the College Football Hall of Fame. The announcement was made by the 
National Football Foundation. 

This is the second consecutive year Davis has been named to the bal- 
lot. The Hall of Fame Class will be announced at a press conference at the 
Marriott Marquis in New York City on May 16. The 49th Awards dinner will 
be held at the Waldorf-Astoria in New York on December 5, 2006. 

Davis was the defensive captain of Clemson’s 1981 National Cham- 
pionship team that had a perfect 12-0 record. He was the ACC Player of 
the Year and a consensus first-team All-American that season. The native 
of Greensboro, NC was a two-time first-team All-ACC player in 1980 and 
1981. He recorded 469 tackles in his career, still third in Clemson history. 
He is now an associate athletic director within the Clemson Athletic Depart- 
ment. 

Davis is attempting to become the second member of Clemson’s Na- 
tional Championship team to be honored in the College Football Hall of 
Fame. Terry Kinard was inducted in 2001. 

Davis is one of 10 former players on the ballot from current ACC insti- 
tutions. The others are Benny Blades (Miami, DB), Lucius Sanford (Georgia 
Tech, LB), Ron Simmons (Florida State, MG), Bruce Smith (Virginia Tech, 
DE), Don Stephenson (Georgia Tech, center), Pat Swilling (Georgia Tech, 
DE), Lawrence Taylor (North Carolina, DE), Gino Torretta (Miami, quarter- 
back), and Charlie Ward (Florida State, QB). 


Bowden Named Coach of the Year 
Clemson Head Coach Tommy Bowden was the recipient of the 2005 
Grant Teaff Coach of the Year Award presented by the Fellowship of Chris- 
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tian Athletes. The award was presented in January at the American Football 
Coaches Association Convention and is named in honor of the former Bay- 
lor Coach who is the president of the American Football Coaches Associa- 
tion. 

Bowden led the Tigers to an 8-4 record and #21 final national ranking 
during the 2005 season. Clemson finished strong with six wins in its last 
seven games, including a 19-10 win over Big 12 North Champion Colorado 
in the Champs Sports Bowl. It marked the first time since 1991 that Clem- 
son has won six of its last seven games. The Tigers had three wins over top 
20 teams during the year, the first time Clemson has had three top 20 wins 
in the same season since 1989 and just the fourth time in school history. 

Late in the year, Clemson defeated Florida State and South Carolina, 
holding the teams coached by Bobby Bowden and Steve Spurrier, respec- 
tively, without an offensive touchdown, a first for any school against the 
two future Hall of Fame coaches noted for offensive innovation. The victo- 
ries represented the sixth and seventh wins for Bowden in the last three 
years over coaches who have won the National Championship. 

Clemson’s defense finished the year ranked in the top 25 in scoring, 
rushing, total and pass efficiency, just the third Clemson team to accom- 
plish that feat in the same year. Clemson's offense ranked fifth in the nation 
in completion percentage and ranked second in the ACC in total offense, 
tied for first in Atlantic Coast Conference games. It was the eighth most 
improved team in the nation in terms of total offense. 

“It means quite a bit to receive an award named after Grant Teaff,” said 
Bowden. “He has given so much to college football as a coach and admin- 
istrator for nearly 40 years. It also means a lot to receive an award from 
the Fellowship of Christian Athletes. I have been involved with FCA at every 
stop in my career because it has such a positive impact on student-athletes 
nationwide.” 


Napier Named Clemson Assistant Football Coach 

Billy Napier, most recently the quarterbacks coach at South Carolina 
State in 2005 and former all-conference quarterback at Furman, has been 
named tight ends coach at Clemson University. Napier replaces Jack Hines 
who was named the head coach at a high school near Atlanta. 

Napier helped South Carolina State to a 9-2 record in 2005, including 
a 7-1 mark in the MEAC. The Bulldog offense average 34.4 points per game 
last year, 17th best among the 116 Division I-AA teams. South Carolina 
State scored at least 23 points in every game but one, and averaged 39 
points per game over the last four games of the year, all Bulldog victories. 

South Carolina State was 12th in the nation in rushing and 15th in 
passing efficiency. They averaged 236 yards per game on the ground and 
160 per game through the air. The efficient offense contributed to a fourth- 
place national ranking in turnover margin. 

Napier had been elevated to the offensive coordinator position after 
the conclusion of the 2005 season by South Carolina State Head Coach 
Buddy Pough. Napier served as an offensive video graduate assistant coach 
at Clemson in 2003 and on-field graduate assistant coach who worked with 
the defense in 2004. The Tigers were bowl eligible both seasons, including 
2003 when the Tigers defeated two top 10 teams in Florida State and Ten- 
nessee. 

Napier also gained experience as an off-campus recruiter for the Clem- 
son program in December of 2004 and January of 2005. He helped Clemson 
bring in a top 25 recruiting class in February of 2005. 

Napier was an outstanding quarterback at Furman University in nearby 
Greenville, SC. He lettered four years for the Paladins (1999-02) and was a 
two-time All-Southern Conference signal caller. A Furman team captain in 
2002, he broke the Furman single season passing yardage record (2,475) 
and the pass completion percentage record (.685). He was a finalist for the 
2002 Walter Payton Award, which is given to the top offensive player in 
Division I-AA. 

Napier holds the Furman career record for completion percentage 
(.648) and is third in passing yardage with 4,247 yards. He graduated from 
Furman with a Bachelor of Arts Degree in Health and Exercise Science in 
February of 2003. He is a native of Chatsworth, GA and a graduate of Mur- 
ray County High School in 1998. 


Rumph Named Clemson Defensive Line Coach 

Chris Rumph, most recently a defensive coach at the University of 
Memphis for the last three years under former Clemson Head Coach Tommy 
West, was named defensive line coach under Tommy Bowden in March. 
Rumph replaced Marion Hobby, who resigned in February to become a de- 
fensive line coach with the New Orleans Saints. 

Rumph helped the Memphis Tigers to bowl appearances all three years 
he worked under West, including bowl victories in 2003 and 2005. Memphis 
won 24 games during his three years on the staff. 

The Memphis defense ranked 23rd in the nation in turnover margin in 
2005 when the Tigers posted a 7-5 record. The defensive unit allowed just 
125.6 yards per game on the ground, first in Conference USA and 27th in 
the nation. Two of Rumph’s players, Tim Goodwell and Carlton Baker, were 
the top two tacklers on the defense. Goodwell led the team in tackles with 
102 and Baker had 88, including a team best five sacks. 

Rumph joined the Memphis staff in June of 2003, and worked with de- 
fensive coordinator Joe Lee Dunn in developing a solid defensive unit each 
of the last three years. The 2003 defense was ninth in the nation in total 
defense. One of Rumph’s players, Coot Terry, was an All-Conference USA

player. The 2003 Memphis team won nine games, including a bowl game. 

In 2004, Goodwell led the team in tackles with 106 stops. Goodwell, 
Carlton Baker and Quinton McCrary were three of the top four tacklers and 
accounted for 284 of the team’s total tackles. Rumph’s linebackers also 
logged 10 of the team’s 23 sacks in 2004. 

The 2004 Memphis team started 5-1 and was ranked in the top 25 of 
the Associated Press poll, the first top 25 ranking in history for the Mem- 
phis program. The squad also defeated SEC rival Mississippi for the second 
straight year. 

Rumph joined the Memphis Tigers after coaching at South Carolina 
State in 2002. While at SCSU, he worked with the corners and safeties. He 
had previously served as the head football coach at Calhoun County High 
School in St. Matthews, S.C, from 1997-2001. In addition to his duties as 
head coach, he also served as offensive coordinator and quarterback/run- 
ning backs coach at Calhoun County. 

A native of St. Matthews, S.C., Rumph worked as a graduate assistant 
coach at the University of South Carolina in the spring of 1997 prior to be- 
ing named the head coach at Calhoun Country High. 

Rumph was a four-year football letterman for the University of South 
Carolina from 1991-94. He first appeared as a red-shirt freshman at outside 
linebacker and was credited with 16 tackles and one quarterback sack for 
the 1991 season. 

As a junior in 1993, Rumph logged 41 tackles as a part-time starter. 
He started the Georgia and Clemson games and turned in stellar efforts 
against East Carolina and Mississippi State. Rumph caused two fumbles 
and recovered one in the East Carolina contest, and was credited with six 
tackles, one quarterback sack and a pass breakup against the Bulldogs. 

In his final year as a starting defensive tackle, Rumph ranked as the 
Gamecocks’ ninth-leading tackler with a career-high 52 total in the 11 regu- 
lar season games. He helped South Carolina to a Carquest Bowl bid in Brad 
Scott’s first season as South Carolina head coach. The Gamecocks recorded 
their first ever bowl victory in the 1995 Carquest Bowl against West Vir- 
ginia. Scott is now Clemson’s offensive line coach. 

Rumph, 34, received his bachelor of science degree in retail manage- 
ment from South Carolina in December of 1994. He and his wife, Kila, have 
one son, Christopher. He is also the uncle of current Clemson defensive end 
Phillip Merling and he will be Merling’s position coach this year. 


Gardocki Wins Super Bowl Championship 

The results of the NFL playoffs the weekend of January 14-15 guaran- 
teed Clemson a former player on a Super Bowl Championship team. Both 
Chris Gardocki of the Pittsburgh Steelers and Leroy Hill of the Seattle Se- 
ahawks played in the event. Gardocki’s Steelers won the Super Bowl, giving 
the 15-year veteran his first Super Bowl Championship ring. 

Clemson was one of six schools to have a former player represented on 
each the four teams who competed in the conference championship games. 
Over the years 20 different former Clemson players have been on the Super 
Bowl Champion 28 times. 

The former Tigers who played in the NFC or AFC Championship games 
were all starters and included linebacker Leroy Hill of the Seattle Seahawks, 
defensive tackle Brentson Buckner of the Carolina Panthers, punter Chris 
Gardocki of the Pittsburgh Steelers and defensive end Trevor Pryce of the 
Denver Broncos. 

The other schools with at least one player on each of the Final Four 
NFL teams were Alabama, Florida, Georgia, Penn State and Utah 

In addition to the four players listed above, the Tigers had three for- 
mer players on the Practice Squad of teams involved in the Final Four of 
the playoffs. That list included Bryant McNeal and William Henry with the 
Seattle Seahawks and Khaleed Vaughn with the Carolina Panthers. 

Gardocki just finished his 15th year in the NFL, his second with the 
Pittsburgh Steelers. His 15 years of service and 228 regular season games 
played are record totals for any former Clemson player in the NFL. In 2005, 
Gardocki started all 16 games as the Steelers punter and had a 41.8 av- 
erage on 67 punts, including 22 punts inside the 20. It marked the 11th 
consecutive year that Gardocki averaged at least 41 yards per punt. He 
started the NFL playoffs in grand style with a 47-yard average on three 
punts against Jacksonville and followed that with a 41-yard average in the 
win at Indianapolis. He had a 48-yard average on six punts in the Super 
Bowl. 

Gardocki now has 1,112 career punts without a block, nearly double 
the previous record of 624 by Dave Jennings, who played with the New York 
Giants. The native of Stone Mountain, GA was named to the Pro Bowl in 
1996 when he had a 45.7 average. He has also never lost a fumble on 1112 
career punts. 

Gardocki was a two-time All-American at Clemson (1989 and 1990). 
He ranked in the top 10 in the nation in field goals per game and punting in 
1989 and 1990, the only player in college football history to have a top 10 
ranking in both areas, in two different seasons. 

Buckner played his 12th season in the NFL in 2005, tied for the third 
longest NFL career among former Tigers. He is a veteran of 174 career 
regular season games, sixth on the list of former Clemson players. He is a 
veteran of 15 career NFL playoff games, 12 as a starter. 

A starter in every game he played this year, Buckner had 43 tackles, 
a sack and five tackles for loss during the regular season for Carolina, who 
ranked fourth in the NFL in rushing defense thanks to Buckner’s play. He 
has 487 career regular season tackles, and obviously will need just 13 to

reach the 500 mark for his career. 

Buckner has played in four NFL conference championship games in 
his career and has played in two Super Bowls, one with Pittsburgh (1995 
season) and one with Carolina (2003 season). The native of Columbus, GA 
was a two-time first-team All-ACC player with the Tigers (1992-93) and was 
a starter on Clemson’s 1991 ACC Championship team that led the nation in 
rushing defense. 

Pryce has already been on two Super Bowl Championship teams with 
Denver, the 1997 and 1998 Bronco teams led by John Elway. The native of 
Winter Park, FL is also a four-time Pro Bowl selection. In 2005, Pryce start- 
ed all 15 games he played and had 33 tackles, including 31 first hits. He 
had four sacks, giving him 64 for his career, among the top 10 totals among 
active NFL players. Now in his ninth year in the NFL, Pryce has played in 
121 career NFL games. He just signed a new contract with the Baltimore 
Ravens. 

Pryce, who transferred to Clemson from Michigan after the 1994 sea- 
son, was a first-team All-ACC player for the Tigers in 1996 as a defensive 
tackle. He had 20 tackles for loss and 10 sacks that year helping him to 
become a first-round draft choice by the Broncos. 

Hill just concluded his rookie season with the Seattle Seahawks and 
had a stellar first season. The linebacker started the last nine regular sea- 
son games for Mike Holmgren’s team and was the third leading tackler on 
the club for the season with 72 tackles. He had 7.5 sacks to rank among 
the top NFL rookies and has 13 tackles for loss. In the Seahawks playoff 
game against the Washington Redskins he added nine tackles to his total. 
A third-round selection last year, Hill got his chance when Seahawks starter 
Jamie Sharper, a former Virginia player, was injured and lost for the sea- 
son. 

Hill was the ACC Defensive Player of the Year in 2004 when he had 
106 tackles, including 19 tackles for loss to lead the ACC. Hill was a third- 
team AP All-American in 2004 and a first-team All-ACC player in 2003 and 
2004.

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Georgia Renews Series with Clemson in 2013-14 

Clemson and Georgia will renew their college football rivalry in 2013 
and 2014 with a home-and-home series. The Clemson vs. Georgia rivalry 
dates to the 1897 season and the fourth game in Clemson football history. 
The series took on a national scope in the 1980s when Georgia won the 
National Championship in 1980 and Clemson won the title in 1981. The two 
teams split 11 games (5-5-1) between 1978-90. 

Between 1979-87 the teams played nine games and eight were de- 
cided by a touchdown or less. The two teams last played a two-game series 
in 2002-03 and Georgia won both contests, including a 31-28 victory in 
Athens in the opener of the 2002 season. 

The two-game series calls for Georgia to come to Clemson in 2013 
and the Tigers will travel to Athens in 2014. Clemson also announced that 
it had added Vanderbilt to its scheduled for 2012 and 2013. Combined with 
the annual game with South Carolina, it means Clemson will play three SEC 
schools out of its four non-conference games in 2013. The Vanderbilt and 
Georgia games will be at Clemson that year and the Tigers will travel to 
South Carolina. Clemson will also play Mississippi in 2015 and 2016. 

“We have been working with Georgia since the NCAA announced Divi- 
sion I teams could add a 12th game,” said Clemson Senior Associate AD 
Dwight Rainey. “Both schools attempted to work out playing dates earlier 
than this, but previous commitments prevented it. There is certainly great 
history between the two programs and it is a very attractive series from a 
national standpoint.”

Tigers Enter 2006 on Four-Game Winning Streak 

Clemson made its customary strong charge at the finish of the 2005 
season, winning each of its last four games and six of its last seven. It 
marked the first time since 1991 that Clemson won six of its last seven 
games and the Tigers finished in the top 25 of both major polls. 

As a result, Clemson will enter the 2006 season on a four-game win- 
ning streak, one of just nine schools that can make that claim. Defend- 
ing National Champion Texas enters 2006 with the longest active winning 
streak in the nation off a 20-game winning streak that included a 13-0 
ledger in 2005. TCU actually has the second longest streak at 10 games. 
The Horn Frogs were 11-1 last year with the only loss coming to SMU. 

West Virginia and Ohio State have both won seven in a row entering 
next season, while Louisiana-Lafayette, Penn State and Nevada all have 
five-game active winning streaks going. Clemson and Tulsa are tied for 
eighth in terms of longest active winning streaks with four gamers. 

The 2005 season was the third straight year that Clemson won at least 
five of its last six games. That includes a 2-0 record in bowl games over the 
last three seasons. Clemson is one of five schools nationally to win at least 
five of their last six games each of the last three seasons. The others to do 
it are LSU, Ohio State, Southern Cal and Texas. 


Proctor Hopes to Join, Lott, Morocco 

Clemson senior Will Proctor is the starting quarterback heading into 
the 2006 season. The native of Orlando, FL does not have a lot of experi- 
ence, but he is a senior who has been at practice taking snaps for the 
last four years. Proctor has played behind Charlie Whitehurst the last four 
years, serving as the second straight QB the last two seasons. 

Clemson has had success in the past by starting a senior quarterback 
in his first year as the starter. In fact, each of the last two quarterbacks 
who have taken over the reigns for the first time as seniors have led the 
Tigers to at least eight wins and a bowl game. In 1979, Billy Lott took over 
for Steve Fuller in Lott’s senior year and led the Tigers to an 8-4 record, 
including a victory at Notre Dame late in the season. That Clemson team 
was ranked in the top 20 in the nation much of the year and probably would 
have been ranked between 21-25 in the final rankings had the polls ranked 
teams that deep at that time. 

Ten years later, Clemson had another senior in his first year as the 
starter in Chris Morocco. The son of former Georgia great Zippy Morocco led 
Clemson to a 10-2 record and a #12 final ranking by AP and USA Today.

Those were the only previous seasons since 1975 that Clemson has 
had a senior in his first year as the starting quarterback. Mark Fellers was 
also in that situation in 1974 and he led Clemson to a 7-4 record, but the 
Tigers were not chosen for a bowl game, an era when there were far less 
bowl game opportunities. Charlie Bussey, who is the head of Clemson’s 
Tiger Lettermen’s Association, was a first-year starter as a senior in 1956 
when he led Clemson to the Orange Bowl 


Clemson Offensive Line Returns Five Starters 

Clemson returns all five starters in the offensive line this year, the first 
time that has been the case since the preseason of 2000. Having all five 
returning starters in the offensive line is usually a sign of good things to 
come. The last four seasons Clemson has had all five starters returning in 
the offensive line the Tigers have posted a combined record of 39-9, includ- 
ing 24-5 in the ACC. All four teams have won exactly six conference games 
and three of the four have finished the season ranked in the top 15 in the 
nation. 

The list includes the 1981 National Championship team, which posted 
a 12-0 record, the only perfect season in college football that year. Other 
Clemson teams to have all five returning starters in the offensive line back 
in the lineup were 1987 (10-2), 1995 (8-4) and 2000 (9-3). The 1981 and 
1987 Clemson teams won the ACC Championship and the 1995 and 2000 
teams finished second. 


Three 700-yard Offensive Players Return for 2006 

Clemson featured a balanced offense in 2005 and that should be the 
case again in 2006. The Tigers were the only school in the ACC to rank in 
the top four in both rushing and passing. 

Another example of the balance was the presence of three players who 
gained over 700 yards in 2005, two rushers and one receiver. This was just 
the third season in Clemson history that the Tigers had three players with 
at least 700 yards rushing or 700 yards receiving on the same team. The 
other two teams to do it were also coached by Tommy Bowden, as the 1999 
team and the 2000 teams accomplished the feat. 

The difference between those years and the 2005 team is that all three 
players in 2005 were underclassmen. That means the 2006 team has three 
700-yard players returning, a first in school history. 

James Davis led the way with 879 yards rushing, while Reggie Mer- 
riweather added 715 yards on the ground. Chansi Stuckey contributed 770 
yards as a receiver, second most in the ACC in 2005. 


Davis MVP of Champs Sports Bowl 

Clemson freshman running back James Davis was named the most 
valuable player of the 2005 Champs Sports Bowl in the Tigers 19-10 vic- 
tory over Colorado. The native of Atlanta, GA had 28 carries for 150 yards 
in leading the Tigers to victory. It was the second most rushing yards in a 
bowl game in Clemson history, just one short of the record set by Raymond 
Priester against LSU in the 1996 Peach Bowl. 

Davis gained his 150 yards against a Colorado defense that had not 
allowed an opposing running back more than 75 yards rushing in a game all 
year and Colorado finished the year 11th in the nation in rushing defense. 

Davis joined Emory Smith as the only freshmen in Clemson history to 
be named the MVP of a bowl game. Smith was the offensive MVP of Clem- 
son’s 14-13 win over Kentucky at the 1993 Peach Bowl. He became just the 
fourth running back regardless of class to be the MVP of a bowl game in a 
Clemson victory. He joined Terry Allen (1988 Citrus vs. Oklahoma), Chad 
Jasmin (2003 Peach vs. Tennessee) and Smith’s performance against Ken- 
tucky as the only running backs to be a bowl game MVP in a Tiger win.

When one looks 
at Head Coach Tommy 
Bowden’s resumé, the 
first thing that comes 
to mind is consistency. 
Bowden has completed 
nine seasons as a Divi- 
sion I head coach, and 
all nine of his teams have 
been bowl eligible at the 
conclusion of the regular 
season. 

Bowden has also shown consistency in terms 
of improvement over the course of seasons. In 
each of the last three years, his teams have won 
at least five of its last six games, one of just five 
Division I schools to accomplish that feat. The 
2003 team won its last four games, including 
victories over top-10 teams Florida State and 
Tennessee to finish the year ranked in the top 25 
of both polls. 

There has also been consistency in terms of 
success against Clemson’s in-state rival (South 
Carolina). The Tigers have won six of the seven 
meetings with the Gamecocks since Bowden be- 
came Clemson’s head coach in the 1999 season, 
and the 85.7-percent winning percentage is the 
best of any Tiger head coach in history against 
the Gamecocks given a minimum of five games. 
He has an average victory margin of 12.3 points 
per game in the state-rivalry game, including six 
wins against future Hall of Fame Head Coaches 
Lou Holtz and Steve Spurrier. 

Through nine seasons as a Division I head 
coach, Bowden has a 70-37 record, a 65.4-percent 
winning percentage that ranks 15th among win- 
ningest active coaches and eighth among coaches 
with at least six years of experience. In conference 
games, he has never had a sub-.500 record, and 
his overall conference record stands at 43-25 for 
a 63.2-percent winning percentage. 

Through seven years at Clemson, he has a 
52-33 mark and six bowl appearances. His teams 
have been bowl eligible all seven years he has been 
at Clemson and all nine years he has been a head 
coach. Bowden has 32 ACC wins as well. The only 
program with more ACC wins during this time is 
Florida State. The 52 overall victories rank third 
in Clemson history in total wins. The 29-7 victory 
over South Carolina in the 2004 season finale 
was not only the 600th win in Clemson history, 
it moved Bowden ahead of Hall of Fame Coach 
Jess Neely into third place on Clemson’s coaching 
victories list. Only Frank Howard and Danny Ford 
are ahead of Bowden. 

Twice Bowden has been named ACC Coach- 
of-the-Year (1999,03), joining Howard, Charley 
Pell, and Ford as the only two-time recipients of 
that award in Tiger history. In January of 2006, he 
was presented the Grant Teaff Coach-of-the-Year 
Award by the Fellowship of Christian Athletes. 

In the 2005 season, Clemson had a record of 
8-4, including a 3-2 mark against top-25 ranked 
teams. All four of the losses were by six points 
or less and by a total of 14 points. Two of those 
losses came in overtime, therefore the Tigers lost 
the four games by a combined five points at the 
end of regulation. 

The 2005 team also won six of its last seven 
games, including a 19-10 victory over Colorado in 
the Champs Sports Bowl. It marked the first time 
since 1991 that Clemson ended a season with six 
wins in the final seven games. The Tigers had the 
best record among the 12 ACC teams over that 
time period. 

The Tigers earned close victories to start 
the year against #17 Texas A&M and Maryland, 
then lost three nailbiters in a row. But just like 
the two previous years, Clemson won five of its 
last regular-season six games, including wins over 
#16 Florida State (eventual ACC Champion) and 
#19 South Carolina in the final two regular-sea- 
son games. It was the first time since 1983 that 
Clemson defeated top-20 teams in consecutive 
games. 


Clemson ranked in the top 25 in four na- 
tional defensive rankings, including 11th in scor- 
ing defense. After the victory over Colorado in 
the Champs Sports Bowl, the Tigers were ranked 
#21 in the final Associated Press and USA Today 
polls. Clemson had three wins over top-20 ranked 
teams, the most in one season by a Tiger team 
since 1989. 

Both placekicker Jad Dean (Lou Groza Award) 
and cornerback Tye Hill (Jim Thorpe Award) were 
finalists for their respective awards in 2005. Hill 
was a Walter Camp First-Team All-American as 
well. 

In his four years at Clemson, Charlie White- 
hurst became the most prolific signal-caller in 
school history. He set 46 Tiger records, including 
records for passing yards (9,665), completions 
(817), completion percentage (59.5), and touch- 
down passes (49). He directed Clemson to 25 
victories as a starting quarterback, the second- 
most wins in school history. 

Consistency in his approach is one reason 
Clemson went from a 1-4 start to bowl eligibility 
in 2004. It marked the first time since 1963 that 
a Tiger team had overcome such a deficit to finish 
with a winning season. 

His 2004 Clemson team featured a defense 
that ranked 11th in the nation in pass efficiency 
defense. The unit had 42 sacks to rank in the top 
10 in the nation. Leroy Hill was named the ACC 
Defensive Player-of-the-Year and a Third-Team 
Associated Press All-American. Cornerback Justin 
Miller was a semifinalist for the Jim Thorpe Award 
and was a second-team All-American as a kick 
returner. Wide receiver Airese Currie led the ACC 
in receptions and reception yards. 

Clemson played a complete game at #10 
Miami (FL) on November 6, 2004 and defeated 
the Hurricanes in the Orange Bowl by a score of 
24-17 in overtime. It was the second overtime 
win of the season for the Tigers, who are 4-2 in 
extra-session games under Bowden. 

Clemson overcame a 14-point halftime defi- 
cit, not to mention overcoming a fourth-quarter 
deficit, a rarity against Miami. The Hurricanes had 
been 174-2 when leading going into the fourth 
quarter since 1985. 

The win over Miami gave Bowden and the 
Tigers three wins over top-10 programs in a 
13-game span, something that had been done 
at Clemson just once previously (1981 National 
Championship team). All three of those programs 
(Florida State, Tennessee, Miami) have won the 
national championship within the last eight sea- 
sons. 

Over the last three seasons, Bowden has won 
seven games over coaches who have won the na- 
tional title (Bobby Bowden (twice), Phillip Fulmer, 
Larry Coker, Holtz (twice), and Steve Spurrier). 
These big wins have stimulated interest in the 
program. The Tigers averaged over 78,000 fans 
per home game in 2005. Clemson has ranked in 
the top 20 in home football attendance each of the 
seven seasons Bowden has been at Clemson, and 
five of the top-nine average attendance seasons 
have come during his tenure. 

With Clemson’s selection to the 2003 Peach 
Bowl, Bowden became the first head coach in 
Clemson and ACC history to take a team to a 
bowl game in each of his first five seasons. In 
fact, no coach had ever done so more than twice 
to open his career at Clemson. Under Bowden’s 
direction, Clemson had also appeared in the Peach 
Bowl in 1999, the Gator Bowl in 2000, the 2001 
Humanitarian Bowl, the 2002 Tangerine Bow! prior, 
and the 2004 Peach Bowl prior to its 2005 Champs 
Sports Bowl invitation. 

The 2004 Peach Bowl appearance meant that 
it was the first time since the senior class of 1991 
that Clemson went to a bowl game five consecutive 
years. Clemson’s red-shirt seniors of 2003 were 
the first group he recruited, so it is an indication 
of the firm foundation his first group set. In De- 
cember of 2003, Bowden cemented his place at 
Clemson by signing a seven-year contract, which 
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will go through 2010. 

The 2003 season was a breakthrough year 
in many ways. Clemson earned its highest-ever 
win over a ranked team with a 26-10 victory over 
#3 Florida State. The Tigers also defeated #24 
Virginia in a thrilling overtime game. The 39-3 
win over a bowl-bound Georgia Tech team was 
Clemson’s largest victory margin in the series 
since 1900 as well. 

The 2003 victory over Florida State, Clem- 
son’s first in 12 tries since the Seminoles joined the 
ACC, was the beginning of a four-game winning 
streak to close the season. In those four games, 
Clemson outscored its opponents 156-48, an aver- 
age score of 39-12. Clemson defeated arch-rival 
South Carolina in Columbia by a score of 63-17. 
It was the most points ever scored by a team in 
the 101-game series and the Tigers’ largest victory 
margin in the series since 1900. 

The season concluded with a 27-14 win over 
#6 Tennessee, the highest-ranked team Clemson 
has defeated in a bowl game since 1981, when the 
Tigers defeated #4 Nebraska in the Orange Bowl 
to claim the national championship. As a result, 
Clemson finished the season with nine wins and 
a #22 final national ranking. 

Over the final four games of the season, 
Bowden defeated two coaches (Bobby Bowden, 
Holtz) who had already earned 200 wins to be- 
come the first coach in NCAA history to beat a 
pair of 200-game winners in a month's time. He 
also registered wins over three coaches (Bowden, 
Holtz, Fulmer) who had previously won a national 
title.

Records continued to fall in 2003 under 
Bowden. Whitehurst set the single-season mark 
for passing yards (3,561), completions (288), and 
tied the record for touchdown passes (21). Der- 
rick Hamilton’s 10 touchdown catches also set a 
single-season mark at Clemson, while placekicker 
Aaron Hunt became the school’s all-time leading 
scorer in the game against the Seminoles. 

The 2003 team showed improvement both 
from 2002 and over the course of the 2003 season. 
The Tigers averaged over 420 yards per game of 
total offense and ranked in the top 25 in the nation 
in passing yards per game, a first in school history. 
The Tiger defense was also outstanding, allowing 
under 20 points per game and under 330 yards per 
game, both ranking in the top 30 in the country. 
Perhaps Clemson’s strongest facet of the defense 
was the secondary. The Tigers were second in the 
ACC in pass defense, and had a top-25 mark in the 
country. Clemson also was second in the nation in 
kickoff returns, averaging 27.7 yards per return, a 
school-record figure. Clemson followed that with 
a #11 final ranking in pass efficiency defense and 
a #3 finish in kickoff return average. 

Off the field, Clemson has graduated nearly 
80 percent of its seniors in Bowden's seven years. 
In 2003, Clemson ranked #11 in the nation, 
including second among public institutions, in 
the NCAA graduation-rate study for scholarship 
football signees who entered Clemson in 1996. 
Clemson was first in the nation in graduation rate 
among African-Americans (100 percent). In 2005, 
Clemson’s 94 percent APR in data released by 
the NCAA was second only to Notre Dame among 
teams ranked in the top 25. 

The 2002 season included victories over bowl 
teams Georgia Tech and Wake Forest, and a third 
victory in four years over arch-rival South Carolina. 
Clemson gained 434 yards of total offense in the 


27-20 win over the Gamecocks, the most yards 
against Holtz’s defense all season. 

The Clemson defense featured two of the top 
21 players in the nation in terms of interceptions 
per game. Miller had eight interceptions, best 
among all freshmen nationally, and Brian Mance 
had six in an All-America season. The defense was 
one of the most improved units in the ACC and 
ranked in the top 10 in the nation in interceptions 
(21). 

Clemson had another record-setting season 
in 2001, a season that culminated with a Humani- 
tarian Bowl victory over Louisiana Tech. Clemson 
set school records for points scored, touchdowns, 
and total offense in a bowl game in the victory. 

It was a record-breaking performance for the 
Tigers in Boise, ID, something that surprised no 
one. Five of the top seven total-offense seasons in 
school history have been recorded under Bowden, 
including the 2001 season when Clemson averaged 
over 30 points and a school-record 432 yards of 
total offense per game. 

The 2001 season demonstrated Bowden's 
ability to win in the long run, as he had the second- 
youngest “two-deep” in the ACC. Thirty-four of his 
top 44 players were underclassmen. Only Duke 
had a younger group of top 44 players. Fourteen 
different freshmen saw action in 2001, including 
10 who played in at least 10 games. 

Bowden has a record of 52-33 (.612) as 
Clemson's head coach and is 70-37 (.654) overall. 
He has recorded that ledger against a difficult 
schedule. His first year, Clemson’s schedule was 
ranked in the top 10 in the nation. In 2001, his 
team defeated five teams that finished the season 
with a winning record, tied for the third-highest 
single-season figure in school history. One of the 
victories was a 47-44 overtime triumph at #9 
Georgia Tech. It was the highest-ranked road win 
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in 20 years for the Clemson program. In 2003 
and 2004, Clemson’s schedule strength once again 
ranked in the top 25 by the Sagarin rating. The 
2005 team faced five top-25 teams in the regular 
season, a first in school history. 

When Bowden came to Clemson in 1998, he 
inherited a team with a 3-8 record. By late Octo- 
ber of 2000, just 14 months after his first game, 
Clemson was ranked third in the nation in the USA 
Today poll after an 8-0 start. That ranking was 
the highest for the program in 16 years. The final 
#14 ranking in that same poll was the highest final 
listing for the program since the 1990 season. 

Making a swift improvement is nothing new 
for Bowden. In 1997, he took over a 4-7 Tulane 
program and brought the Green Wave to a 7-4 
mark in his first year. In 1998, the improvement 
continued with an 11-0 regular season and #7 
national ranking. In 1999, Bowden elevated the 
Tigers from 3-8 to a bowl game and a 6-6 final 
record. The 2000 Tigers concluded the season 
with a 9-3 record, their highest win total since 
1993. 

As one can see, considerable improvement is 
a common phrase for Bowden-coached teams. In 
each of his first four years he coached at the Divi- 
sion I level, his team showed at least a three-win 
improvement over the previous year, believed to 
be a first in Division I history. Bowden is just the 
third coach in Clemson history to bring the Tigers 
to a three-win improvement in consecutive years 
and was one of just two Division I coaches to do 
it over the 1999 and 2000 seasons. 

In 2000 and 2001, his dynamic offense pro- 
duced a Heisman Trophy contender in quarterback 
Woodrow Dantzler, who placed his name next to 52 
school records as the Tigers’ signal-caller. In 2001, 
Dantzler became the first quarterback in Division 
I history to accumulate 2,000 yards passing and 
1,000 yards rushing in a single season. Dantzler 
was named a semifinalist for the Davey O’Brien 
Award in 2000 and 2001. 

Center Kyle Young was a finalist for the 
Rimington Award in 2000 and 2001, and won the 
ACC's Jim Tatum Award, presented to the league’s 
top student-athlete. He was one of eight players 
nationally to receive a National Football Foundation 
Scholarship and became just the second offensive 
lineman in college football history to become a 
three-time first-team Academic All-American. 
Linebacker Chad Carson also performed well in 
the classroom and on the gridiron. He and Young 
were first-team Academic All-America selections 
in 2000 and 2001. 

Bowden’s second Clemson team was one of 
the most decorated in history. Six different Tigers 
were finalists or semifinalist for national position 
awards, including linebacker Keith Adams, who 
was one of the final three finalists for the Butkus 
Award. 

Young and Carson were both named first- 
team Academic All-Americans, making Clemson 
the only Division I-A school in the nation to have 
a pair of first-team selections. For the second 
straight year, the football team had its highest 
team GPA on record in 2001 and a record number 
of ACC Academic Honor Roll recipients. Nineteen 
of the 22 seniors on the 2001 team earned their 
degrees. 

The top-six semester GPAs on record have 
taken place under his 13-semester watch. Carson 
brought pride to the entire University in 2002 when 
he reached the final stage of the Rhodes Scholar- 
ship selection process, the only Division I college 
football player to hold that distinction. 

When Bowden came to Clemson, he had 
one simple goal - improvement. Bowden warned 
Clemson supporters that the Tigers were unlikely 
to be bowl participants in 1999, but his main focus 
was to improve. Bowden’s goal of improvement 
was reached and he was happy to be wrong about 
his preseason prediction, as the Tigers were in- 
vited to the 1999 Chick-fil-A Peach Bowl. 

In 1999, Bowden accomplished a personal 
milestone that no Clemson coach had attained 
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since 1981, the year the Tigers won the National 
Championship. He became the first Clemson coach 
since Danny Ford to be named ACC Coach-of-the- 
Year. 

Bowden led the Tigers to a 6-6 record and 
5-3 mark in the ACC against the nation’s seventh- 
toughest schedule according to the Sagarin rating. 
The Tigers finished tied for second with Georgia 
Tech and Virginia in the final ACC standings, a 
six-place improvement over the previous season, 
the greatest one-season jump in ACC history in 
league play. 

The Tigers also made a four-game ACC-win 
improvement in 1999. It was just the fifth time in 
ACC history that a team made that big of a league 
victory jump. Bowden had taken over a team with 
a losing record and brought it to a bowl game in 
his first season, just the sixth coach in ACC history 
to accomplish that feat. 

The Clemson program set or tied 41 school 
records in Bowden's first year, including 26 on of- 
fense. Ironically, Bowden’s first Tulane team set 
or tied 26 offensive school records. 

The improvements in the ACC standings were 
thanks in large part to an innovative offensive at- 
tack. The Clemson offense ended the season av- 
eraging 402.6 yards per game, nearly a 100-yard 
per game improvement over 1998. The Tigers 
scored 26.8 points per game in 1999 compared to 
19.8 in 1998. Clemson's 42 touchdowns in 1999 
ranked fifth best in school history. 

Under Bowden, Clemson continued its strong 
defensive tradition. With 47 sacks, Clemson was 
first in the ACC in that category for the second- 
straight season, and the final total established a 
school record. Three players (Adams - 15.5, Car- 
son - 12.0, Robert Carswell - 10.8) all had nearly 
11 tackles per game in 1999 to rank among the 
top-four tacklers in the league. 

Adams, a sophomore that season, finished 
with 186 tackles, highest in the nation, and broke 
the Clemson single-season tackle record held by 
Anthony Simmons. They all contributed to the 
17th-best pass efficiency defense in the nation, 
a unit that had 19 interceptions, ninth highest in 
the country. 

Thanks to the wide-open offensive attack, 
several Clemson players made their presence felt 
in the national rankings and the Clemson record 
book. Junior wide receiver Rod Gardner became 
the school’s first 1,000-yard receiver. Gardner 
had 80 receptions for 1,084 yards, Tiger single- 
season records in both areas. He was 17th in the 
nation in receptions per game, with a 6.6 mark. 
He had another 1,000-yard season in 2000 when

he was a first-round draft choice of the Washington 
Redskins. 

Hamilton also made a name for himself in the 
Tiger recordbook. In just three seasons, he set 
the all-purpose yardage, kickoff return yardage, 
and total receptions record for a career. Mean- 
while, Currie finished his career with over 2,000 
receiving yards. Only six Tigers have surpassed 
2,000 receiving yards, and three (Currie, Gardner, 
Hamilton) have played under Bowden. 

Four of Clemson’s losses in 1999 came 
against teams ranked in the top 15 of the final 
AP poll. Bowden Bowl I, the first ever meeting 
between father and son head coaches in college 
football history, took place on October 23, 1999. 
Bowden faced his father Bobby’s top-ranked Flori- 
da State team in Death Valley in front of a national 
television audience. The Tigers lost a tough battle 
to the eventual National Champions, 17-14, the 
closest margin of victory for the Seminoles and 
the fewest points they recorded all season by two 
touchdowns. 

Making strong improvement in his first year 
with a program was nothing new for Bowden. In 
the two seasons he was the head coach at Tulane, 
Bowden took a team that had been 4-18 in the 
two years previous to his arrival, and emotionally 
and numerically reversed the team’s fortunes with 
an 18-4 record, posted an 11-1 conference mark, 
and finished the 1998 season ranked seventh in 
the nation by both polls. Tulane and Tennessee 
were the only undefeated teams in college football 
in 1998. 

His Tulane team had a 22-game average of 
39.7 points, 5.1 touchdowns, 463 yards of total 
offense, 270.5 yards passing, and 192.6 yards 
rushing. The Green Wave averaged 6.34 yards 
per play, and converted on third down 47 percent 
of the time. Some say the most telling statistic 
in terms of wins and losses, and the most telling 
statistic when it comes to coaching ability is turn- 
over margin. The Green Wave ranked fifth in the 
nation in turnover margin each of his seasons at 
Tulane. 

It did not take Bowden long to put Tulane 
back on the college football landscape. In his first 
year, Tulane was picked last in the preseason polls 
of Conference USA. But he led the New Orleans- 
based school to a 7-4 record, a second-place 
conference standing with just one league loss, and 
set 33 school records in the process, including 26 
on offense. 

Tulane’s accomplishments on offense were 
noteworthy in 1997, but its offensive numbers 
reached uncharted areas in 1998. Tulane stood 
as the only school in the nation that averaged 
over 300 yards per game passing and 200 yards 
per game rushing. The team ranked fourth in 
the nation in total offense (507.1 per game) and 
second in scoring (45.4 points per game). 

The Green Wave scored 40 or more points 
in eight games in 1998, including each of the last 
seven games. In one game, the Green Wave 
scored 72 points and rolled up 704 yards of total 
offense. They converted 52 percent of their third- 
down opportunities for the season and had just 11 
turnovers in over 800 plays. The 1998 season saw 
the program post a perfect 11-0 regular season 
under Bowden, its first perfect regular season 
since 1931. The Green Wave won Conference 
USA, its first league title since Tulane won the 
SEC in 1949. Bowden was named Conference 
USA Coach-of-the-Year. 

Bowden’s team ranked seventh in the final 
AP poll and was a mainstay in the polls from the 
third week of the season on. Tulane had not been 
ranked at any time since 1979, and had not been 
ranked in a final poll since 1973. After Bowden 
accepted the job at Clemson, Tulane defeated 
Brigham Young in the Liberty Bowl, 41-27. 

A look to the list of coaches who had un- 
defeated seasons in the 1990s shows two other 
men named Bowden. His father, Florida State 
Head Coach Bobby Bowden, had a perfect regular 
season in 1996 and 1999, while his brother, Terry, 
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posted a perfect regular season in 1993. Obvi- 
ously, the Bowdens are the first family of college 
coaching and this “Wonder Years” environment 
had a lot to do with Tommy Bowden’s decision to 
enter coaching. 

The fatherly influence of a college coach who 
reached 300 career wins against his son in 1999, 
also had an influence on other members of the 
family. Bobby Bowden is the winningest coach in 
Division I history. Terry has been a head coach at 
Samford and Auburn, posting a 47-17-1 record at 
the latter.

From 1983-86, Bowden served under Steve 
Sloan at Duke as the quarterbacks coach.

It was as a Duke as- 
sistant that Bowden made his first trip to Death 
Valley as a coach. Among the players Bowden 
tutored was Anthony Dilweg, who went on to the 
NFL. 

After four years at Duke, Bowden became the 
wide receivers coach at Alabama under Bill Curry. 
It was there that Bowden refined his offensive 
coaching prowess under noted offensive mind 
Homer Smith, then the Tide offensive coordina- 
tor. 

In 1990, Bowden returned to a coordinator 
role, serving Kentucky as its offensive coordinator 
and wide receivers coach. That season, he helped 
the Wildcats to their first upper division SEC finish 
since 1984. 

In 1991, Bowden joined Pat Dye at Auburn.
